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Mattapoisett 5 Miler Ready for 50" Running

You don’t have to have a particularly keen eye 
to notice the simple stone pillar by the side of the road 
on Water Street. Affixed to the top is a plaque that reads: 
“Starting Line. In memory of the race founder Robert 
‘Bob’ Gardner.” 

On July 4, 1971, a group of 15 boys and men 
gathered at Point Connett. Maurice “Mudgy” Tavares, 
then a janitor at Old Rochester Regional, had volunteered 
the use of a cannon he owned to kick off the first annual 
Mattapoisett Road Race. 

Three volunteers with stopwatches waited at the wharf at 
the end of the Town Beach, straining their ears. 

Then, a distant boom. The timers were started 
and the runners were off. Richard Reilly, a resident of 
Mattapoisett, claimed first place that day, but the true 
victory was found in the race itself, though at that point, 
no one knew just how far it would go. 

Everything in between that day and the 50" 
running of the 5-mile race (delayed two years by the 
COVID-19 pandemic but scheduled for Monday, July 4, at 
9:00 am at Church and Barstow Streets) is a rich history of 
volunteerism tracing back to the inaugural event. 

In 1972, girls were allowed to participate, 
correcting the previous error and allowing for exponential 
growth in participation and popularity. Additional award 
categories were added over time, including one for 
women over age 25. 

Before long, the race had become a town tradition. 
It even got its own merchandise: T-shirts were being made 
by a group of dedicated volunteers, a different color every 
year, eventually turning them into a visual timeline for 
the race’s illustrious history. 

Caty Fuerman, a Mattapoisett resident and one 
of the many talented individuals that help produce the 
T-shirts, walked through the design process, noting the

importance of things like color choice and fabric. Too dark 
and the runners risk heatstroke. Fuerman wryly recalled 

a year the T-shirts were black, stating that almost no one 
had worn them, and those that did had ended the race 
drenched in sweat. Even the thickness of the printed 
design is considered in order to reduce chafing. 

Fuerman is not the only resident helping out. 
The race has truly become a town-wide event with town- 
wide participation. Whether it’s the Mattapoisett Fire 
Department making sure there aren’t too many stragglers, 
those manning water stations or the volunteers directing 
traffic and guarding cones to make sure the runners are 
moving in the right direction, there is truly an endless 
stream of people making sure the race goes off without a 
hitch. 

Of course, the stars of the show are the runners 
themselves. From the original 15, the race has expanded 
to well over a thousand participants, all willing to show 
up to Shipyard Park at 9:00 am, stretched and sun- 
screened and undertake a 5-mile run in the midmorning 
heat.

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During those uncertain and ofttimes turbulent 
months in 2021 when the worldwide news was heavy 
with COVID-19 concerns and restrictions on public 
gatherings, Roberts and her team found ways to keep 
the community’s library vital to its patrons. Given home 
study three out of every five school days, children’s 
recreational needs had become increasingly evident 
during the pandemic, and the library was of even greater 
importance. 

It was also during these months that Roberts was 
able to reflect on her own life, goals achieved, dreams 
fulfilled and those waiting to be explored, prompting 
her announcement to the Select Board that she would be 
retiring at the end of the 2022 fiscal year. 

That time has come. 

On June 23, the library held an open house, 
inviting the public to come and say thank you and best 
wishes to a person who has meant so much to so many 
over her tenure. Patrons and well-wishers stopped by to 
admire the citation Roberts has received from the Select 
Board in acknowledgement for her years of service to the 
community and to be warmed by her gentle gratitude to a 
town that has meant so much to her and her family. 

In 2021 when Roberts announced her intentions to 
retire, The Wanderer caught up with her at the circulation 
desk she was manning solo amidst pandemic-related 
staffing issues. At that time, Roberts shed some light on 
her long career and future plans. 

“I graduated in 1972 from Old Rochester Regional 
School and studied library sciences at Drexel University. 
I was a children’s librarian for 17 years in Philadelphia, 
Brookline, Marion and New Bedford,” she recalled. 

Of her long tenure in the children’s department, 
Roberts said with a broad smile, “I didn’t know you 
could be a children’s librarian.” In that role, Roberts 
would become a storyteller and develop after-school 
programming. She credits a cousin with suggesting to 
her that she pursue a career in library arts. Roberts rather 
casually agreed it might be worth exploring, and the rest, 
as they say, is history. 

Roberts’ career has found her in big cities such as 
well as small towns.

it seemed right. ... | always wanted to work in a small 
library,” she confessed. “I’ve been happy here.” 

That sentiment, if not already evident to all who 
know Roberts, was on full display at the open house.

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exploration meaningful and fun for youngsters. 

Actual backpacks were filled with research 
materials, tools and equipment for specific outdoor 
activities geared towards young children. Subjects such 
as pollinators, make your own bog, tree ecology and 
the ocean waters gave children the inspiration to better 
understand the natural world around them and how 
accessible it is — right in their own backyards. 

Roberts said Marion, Rochester and Mattapoisett 
libraries collaborated with scientist and children’s author 
Michelle Cusolito for grant funding. The success of 
the program has helped to sustain, support and enrich 
children’s educational needs even during the most 
difficult of times, and it is still going strong. 

Roberts is also very pleased that a basement- 
level space is nearing the end of renovations that will be 
used for programs and meetings. Giving credit where she 
believed it was due, Roberts said that Rochester Facilities 
Director Andrew Daniel and his team have done fine 
work preparing the space for use versus storage. 

When asked in 2021 what her retirement plans 
might include, Roberts was clear she hadn’t yet settled on 
anything specific, taking a more measured approach of 
easing in slowly to free time, a bit of travel and that high 
stack of books she’s been wanting to read. 

But if you know Roberts, you also know she is a 
very skilled craftswoman when it comes to knitting and 
crocheting. Now she will be concentrating more time on 
making a wedding shawl for her daughter’s upcoming 
nuptials in October. Sweet endings and new beginnings.

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Town Planner Nancy Durfee asked how the town 
will find the right location for such a multifamily housing 
development, “with the kind of road infrastructure we 
have, the water resources we have to protect? ... How do 
we make that kind of housing work here?” 

Straus assured the Select Board that the town 
should not yet worry about a new regulation that he and 
Rodrigues know is ambiguous and in the long run may 
not even apply to Rochester. 

He explained the focus of the regulation is for 
“transit-oriented” development. The goal is to prepare 
towns for population increases due to new transit-system 
infrastructure from a zoning standpoint. It asks for a 
certain density of housing with a half-mile of anew MBTA 
Commuter Rail station “if applicable.” 

Town Administrator Glen Cannon said an 
increase in building /housing density would “crush” the 
Town of Rochester. 

Straus said these are the kinds of questions and 
concerns that have yet to be answered but said state 
officials are listening to the input they have received so 
far. He said the specific guidelines for the new regulation 
will not be released until September. 

In other action, retiring Plumb Library Director 
Gail Roberts introduced the Select Board to her 
replacement, Jennifer Woodward. A resident of Bourne, 
Woodward last worked as assistant director of the 
Falmouth Library District. Woodward has been a librarian 
for 30 years. She will become Rochester’s new library 
director at the end of this week. Roberts is retiring after 15 
years in the Rochester position. 

The board also approved a schedule change for 
the Rochester Country Fair. The fair will be held this year 
for one day only, on Saturday, October 1, from 10:00 am to 
6:00 pm. 

The board also reviewed two water-related 
proposals. A Rochester facility that repairs and rebuilds 
MBTA train cars needs 914 gallons a day from the town’s 
Wareham water reserve, which is 100,000 gallons per day. 
The board concluded that MBTA spokesperson Jody Ray 
needs to work with the town Water Commission and the 
Wareham Water Department officials to work out the 
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“Jeff was extremely personal and saw to our 
every need. Always available and responsible. 
Thighly recommend Jeff.”

details before the Select Board will approve such a plan. 

Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical 
High School wants to plan a connection to public water, 
specifically the Annie Maxim House connection to 
Middleboro water as part of its proposed renovation 
plans.

Phase 2A Receives Mass Trails Grant 
Mattapoisett Select Board

State Representative William Straus announced 
on Monday night that the Town of Mattapoisett has 
been awarded a state grant in the amount of $120,000 
for further engineering study of the bike path’s Phase 2a 
planning. 

Originally, The Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike 
Path in partnership with the town’s Bike Path Committee 
had applied for a Community Preservation Act grant 
in the amount of $120,000, the estimated costs for 
preplanning and an engineering study required for the 
recreational path’s Phase 2a. 

Phase 2a includes bringing the path from 
Goodspeed Island Road across Route 6 and weaving 
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through residential areas along the railroad easement to 
the entrance of Industrial Drive. Here, it is proposed the 
Mattapoisett path would link up to Marion’s extension 
thereof near the Bay Club. The CPA committee reviewed 
and accepted their grant application. 

But at the 11th hour prior to the Spring Town 
Meeting, that group asked to have the request withdrawn 
as state funding would be sought. That decision proved 
prudent. On June 27, the Select Board, during its regularly 
scheduled meeting, acknowledged the state grant, and it 
was confirmed that the town’s match will be $30,000. 

In his press release, Straus wrote, “... Mattapoisett 
will receive planning and design assistance for the final 
connection link in town for the bike path (Phase 2A) 
which will allow for the ultimate extension of the bike 
path from the center of town north from Route 6 and 
across North Street toward the Town of Marion. Known 
as a Mass Trails Grant from the state, this funding in the 
amount of $120,000 will be used for the design and right 
of way work for the path which closely follows the former 
railroad right of way through town.” 

In other business on this night, Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco said that he met with 
representatives for VHB, the town’s engineering 
consultant, regarding the village-streets project. He said 
that the group was gathering additional information and 
data relevant to sidewalks, tree removal, water lines and 
culverts for impacted areas. 
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Lorenco said that he recently learned the town’s 
street(s) improvement project was placed on the 2026 
TIP schedule, the state Department of Transportation’s 
transportation improvement program. Lorenco also said 
that the project is now estimated at $10,000,000 and may 
be separated into two projects. 

The next steps, according to Lorenco, were a 
planned site walk with VHB and representatives from 
various utilities in preparation for the needed 75-percent 
design planned for completion by January 2023. 

Other large infrastructural projects discussed 
included the July start date for improvements to 
Industrial Drive and work funded by a Complete Streets 
grant for Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

Regarding the former fire station, Lorenco said 
an environmental study has been completed and that he 
anticipated receiving a report in the next few days. 

Lorenco said that employment postings for the 
Highway Department are available to view on the town’s 
website, mattapoisett.net. Seasonal positions and at least 
one full-time position are available. 

Where’s the front door? Lorenco said that people 
are attempting to enter the new fire station via the Route 
6 door intended to be used by staff only. He said that 
Route 6 door is adjacent to the overhead apparatus doors 
and thusly is not intended for use by the general public. 
He said signage will be needed so that the public knows 
which door to access. 

The Transfer Station’s new hours of operation are 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday from 8:00 am to 2:45 pm. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, July 12, at 6:30 pm. 


FinCom Approves Reserve Fund Transfers 
Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee may meet on July 
13 to vet one more item on a list of Reserve Fund transfers 
approved at its June 22 public meeting. 

Before launching into four transfers from the 
Reserve Fund, the committee voted to approve one 
appropriation transfer requiring both FinCom and Select 
Board approval. 

Sometime during FY22, former Recreation 
Department Director Jody Dickerson was transferred to 
the Department of Public Works, a necessary move that 
worked out famously by all account and was hailed as a 
solution before current directors were in place for the two 
departments. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail explained that 
the FY23 budget was already approved by vote prior to 
Dickerson’s transfer so what the Finance Committee was 
asked to do on June 22 is approve a $40,000 transfer from 
the Reserve Fund into the Highway Department's budget. 

The transferred amount does not account for 
Dickerson’s entire salary, only the amount it took to make 
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the DPW budget whole. The change is reflected on the 
FY23 DPW budget. 

Finance Director Judy Mooney explained that 
the budget transfer is only allowed at the end of the fiscal 
year, thus putting it before the committee at its June 22 
public meeting. 

The committee also voted to approve a total 
of $17,422 in four transfers from the Reserve Fund that 
Mooney referred to as “cleanup” items. 

The first item was $1,722 fora mailing in

accordance with the town bylaw. McGrail said the cost 
came in $1,700 above the original cost estimate. 


Also transferred was $8,000 to finish up an Re-Pointed 
actuary study. According to McGrail, Marion reached the ; 
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The Elizabeth Taber Library asked for an increase 
in its budget to purchase some furniture, but the town 
suggested a $3,700 Reserve Fund transfer. 

The four transfers left a remaining balance of 
$47,578 in the Reserve Fund that formerly held $65,000. 

McGrail told the committee that the town was 
“on the fence” as to whether to bring a fifth transfer 
request related to the Marine Department, the personnel 
of which was moved out of their contracts into the town’s 
Personnel Policy last year. 

The resultant overtime budgeted for FY23 had 
McGrail concerned with three weeks left in FY22. With 
a July 15 deadline to have the town’s financial house in 
order, McGrail suggested a potential special meeting of 
the committee (via Zoom) in July to vote on a potential 
Reserve Fund transfer. 

In other business, Committee Chairman Shay 
Assad said he planned to send a note to FinCom members 
with thoughts on things he thinks the members should be 
considering beyond review of the annual budget. 

Assad’s examples included thoughts on an 
accountability review for Chapter 90 funds for the roads, 
looking at the school budget in a different way, and an 
audit committee that reviews audited financials in the 
management letter. Assad said these are among best 
practices in some other towns. A September meeting 
would be held to discuss a potential list of actions and the 
creation of subcommittees. 
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Assad publicly thanked Mooney and McGrail 
for “exemplary” work on the budget and the teamwork 
established with the Select Board. “I think we’ve 
established a really good working relationship,” he said. 

Former Chairman Peter Winters added, “I think 
we definitely can do more and maybe take some of the 
burden off Jay and Judy, but they do a great job and it was 
a good budget season for sure.” 

Toby Burr, the newest Select Board member, 
appreciated Assad’s welcome to FinCom’s think tank. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee was not finalized, but the committee discussed 
a potential meeting on Wednesday, July 13. 


No Fuss with Meehan’s Pool 
Marion Conservation Commission

A June 22 public hearing of the Marion 
Conservation Commission determined that while Robert 
Meehan’s plan to install an 18 by 38-foot in-ground 
swimming pool with a 5-foot-wide concrete deck, spa, 
equipment pad and pool shed at 50 Lewis Street lies in 
an area subject to the state’s Wetlands Protection Act, the 
construction will not remove, fill, dredge or alter the land 
and therefore does not require the filing of a Notice of 
Intent. 

The Negative Box 2 Determination of 
Applicability was the only adjudication by the 
commission on June 22, and it was a nice way for Shaun 
Walsh to conclude his two-year hitch as chairman of the 
commission. 

At the conclusion of its meeting, the commission 
voted to reorganize, electing Jeff Doubrava as its new 
chairman. Doubrava, a past chair, was willing to resume 
as chair and had the full support of the commission. Marc 
Bellanger, the vice chair, plans to step down from the 
commission within a couple of months. Emil Assing was 
voted in as vice chair and Ethan Gerber as commission 
clerk. 

Meehan’s determination was not made without 
due diligence. 

Walsh and Doubrava visited the site on June 
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17, then heard in the public hearing from Meehan’s 
representative, Bob Rogers, a project engineer /manager 
with Wareham-based G.A.F. Engineering. 

Rogers described the planned pool as being 
“almost directly behind the house” and serviced by 
in-ground utilities. The resource area is limited to land 
subject to coastal-storm flowage and lies within an AE-15 
zone. The land, said Rogers, is relatively flat, changing 
from 14 feet to 13 feet in grade over a 150-foot span. 
Rogers said that Meehan seeks to make improvements on 
the property but, for this summer would just like to install 
the pool and avoid the time constraints that come with a 
notice of intent and an order of 

Acknowledging the need for a cover which is 
shown on the site plan and the potential for a chain-link 
fence pending Marion's building code, Rogers told the 
commission that the driveway is useable for the project’s 
purposes and that the layout will allow for the pool 
installation without any disturbance to the neighborhood. 

Meehan sought a negative determination with 
notice to town offices just before the start of work. 

Walsh said the site is beyond the limit of 
moderate wave action. There are no trees in the area of the 
yard where the pool will be installed. The commissioners 
voted to close the public hearing and addressed other 
business before taking a vote. 

Walsh told the commissioners that he confirmed 
via a phone call earlier on June 22 the Marion Golf Club’s 
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reception of board administrator Terri Santos’ email 
advising the club of the June 9 Enforcement Order issued 
for Unpermitted Activity at the 10 South Drive club. 

An apparent misunderstanding as to the deadline 
for a response was reported by Walsh to the commission. 
He said he was told on the June 22 call that the club 
intended to issue a response to the order on June 23. 

Walsh then explained that the deadline was 
actually two-fold, June 23 being the deadline for the 
club to file a restoration plan with the town. But the first 
deadline, he said, was to reestablish the flagging of the 
wetlands line and was set for 10 days from the order’s 
issuance (June 19.) That was not done as of the June 22 
ConCom meeting, according to Walsh. 

“We'll see what we get tomorrow (June 23,) and 
we'll go from there,” Walsh said. 

In regards to the controversial dock construction 
at 122 Register Road, Walsh reported that the applicant 
responded to the concerns of other users of Wings Cove to 
shorten the length of the dock. 

“We were concerned about the impact to salt 
marsh,” said Walsh, who noted that Conservation Agent 
Doug Guey-Lee had visited the site and so did he with 
Doubrava. “We were surprised that the area is still in bad 
shape. I don’t think there’s any way to put a shine on 
that.” 

Having hoped that tidal cycles through the colder 
months would have fostered a regeneration of conditions 
on the land side where the piling had taken place in the 
fall season, Walsh mused as to next steps. Doubrava 
suggested approaching the applicant based on his 
willingness during construction to cooperate. 

“To their credit, I personally witnessed them 
using swamp mats, but I suppose the marsh ... was very 
spongy ...,” said Walsh. 
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John and Pamela Lees requested a further 
continuance on their Notice of Intent for the 
reconstruction of a single-family house, including an 
inground swimming pool along with repair of a seawall, 
at 49 Water Street. The commission voted to continue the 
public hearing to July 13 at 7:00 pm. 

In response to requests for comments to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals regarding Bonnie Ellis and 
Craig Huntley, 13 Wianno Road, and to the Planning 
Board regarding Cynthia Servais, Savor the Spread, 119 
Wareham Road, Unit 102A, the commission determined 
that neither case was jurisdictional. 

Walsh briefly addressed a forestry plan of the 
town’s Open Space Acquisition Commission, from which 
Chairman John Rockwell sought the commission’s 
feedback. Members were asked to formulate thoughts to 
share with Rockwell prior to MOSAC’s next meeting on 
July 7. 

The commission met on June 8 and issued the 
following decisions: 

Matthew DeGroot filed a Notice of Intent for 
the treatment and removal of nonnative, invasive plant 
species throughout portions of Lots 28, 29, 30, 31, 32 and 
33 at 14 Aucoot Avenue. Doubrava crafted the motion that 
was voted an Order of Conditions for the project. 

Sippican Lands Trust, per Assing’s motion, was 
issued a Negative Box 2 Determination of Applicability 
for its project to repair and replace the bog bridges along 
the woodland trail at Osprey Marsh’s Tucker’s Trail at 354 
Point Road. 

D. Paul Dimaggio Trust was issued a Negative 
Determination Box 3, per Bellanger’s motion, to pump out 
and backfill existing septic-system components located 
within the bigger zone of a coastal bank. The new septic 
system will be installed outside of the buffer zone of 
the coastal bank and outside of the 100-year flood plain. 
Assing’s suggestion for a condition to extend the siltation 
barrier by 10 feet on both ends was included. 

Stone Rooster Realty Group LLC was issued 
a Negative Determination Box 2, green lighting its 
installation of a proper foundation wall with footings on 
southeastern front quarter of structure and add a small 
foundation for an interior stair along the rear of the 
building inside set back of the structure. 

A continued public hearing for applicant Michael 
Craffey’s management of invasive plants at 522 Point 
Road was continued further to July 13 at the applicant’s 
request. 

Civil and coastal engineer (and six-year Marion 
resident) Matt Schultz of the Woods Hole Group agreed 
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to serve on the commission in an associate role, and the 
commission voted to recommend his appointment to the 
Select Board. 

Schultz impressed the commission with 
preparation for his own application a month ago. Walsh, 
Guey-Lee and other members of the commission extended 
his welcome to the group. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, July 13, at 7:00

Tree Cutting Has Board Considering Fines 
Rochester Planning Board

Would the Rochester Planning Board ever fine the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition? 

On June 28, the board came close to doing so as it 
reviewed violations of town Planning Board regulations 
on Marion Road. 

Approximately two years ago, Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson said the coalition cut trees on 
55 acres that it owned on Marion Road without allowing 
the board to review the project details. What has been 
done since on the property, which is now owned by a 
farmer, is an improvement said Planning Board member 
Michael Murphy. “But documentation to us is still 
needed,” he said. 

Board members said it would set a bad precedent 
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to let the current landowner off the hook. They said the 
owner should come before the board to discuss the plan 
for the parcel. 

The members ultimately decided to send a 
certified letter to the new landowners, explaining that if 
they refuse to respond to requests for a meeting or a plan, 
the panel will start fining them. 

The board indicated the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
may or may not be the one directly fined this time around. 

In other action, the Planning Board endorsed an 
Approval Not Required application for a land swap at 332 
Mendell Road. 

The owners of a home and the “Arch at the 
Meadow” performance and event venue at that address 
wish to move their driveway to their home lot, instead of 
its current location, straddling the business and home lots. 
The board concluded this project does not need site-plan 
approval. 

The Planning Board will meet next on Tuesday, 
July 12, at 7:00 pm. 


Eel Pond Sewer Line Project 
Given Green Light 


Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

It has been a very long time in coming, but now 
emerging and advancing forward after years of planning 
is the repair and upgrades of the Eel Pond Sewer line. In 
attendance at the June 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett’s 
Conservation Commission were Mattapoisett’s Water and 
Sewer Department Superintendent Henri Renauld and 
from the town’s engineering consultants, Tighe and Bond, 
Jessica Roberts. 

Roberts gave a nearly one-hour presentation, the 
Notice of Intent including a brief history of the sewer- 
line location and concerns that future storms might 
rupture the sewer line with catastrophic results not only 
for the town but for the surrounding communities along 
Buzzards Bay. 

Among the details shared by Roberts, 1,500 linear 
feet of sewer line will be replaced in parallel, expanding 
to the existing main but at a greater depth. Directional 
boring, which was successfully used in the beach 
community Pease’s Point several years ago, would again 
be employed to minimize site impact to jurisdictional 
wetlands. 

Renauld said that 1,340 feet of the existing sewer 
line would be cleaned and left in place. He said that this 
project has been flagged by the Massachusetts Office of 
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Coastal Zone Management. CZM’s stated mission is to 
“...balance human activity with the protection of coastal 
and marine resources.” 

Renauld stated that early this year CZM funded 
the final plan now being discussed. 

Roberts said that environmental impacts to 
surrounding wetlands that include marsh areas would 
be exclusively at the entrance and exit areas used for the 
drilling equipment. Remediation of those areas was also 
included in the plan. 

There will be no lack of oversight on this 
project. Involved or to be involved were listed: MESA 
(Massachusetts Endangered Species Act); NHESP 
(Natural Heritage Endangered Species Program); MEPA 
(Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act); Army 
Corp of Engineers; and 401 Water Quality Certification 
(Massachusetts 314 CMR:9 401 for permitting of dredging 
projects) as well as CZM and Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. 

Not to be forgotten is Mattapoisett’s Conservation 
Commission, which will be responsible for jurisdictional 
areas defined in the Massachusetts Wetland’s Protection 
Act by way of written construction conditions. 
Contingency plans were also discussed. 

After the commission asked questions of the 
engineering team and Renauld, Chairman Mike King 
asked for public comments of which there were none. The 
public hearing was closed. King asked for a two-week 
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continuance to give the commission time to prepare an 
Order of Conditions. Renauld will return on July 11. 

In other business, a Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by Dennis Arsenault for certification 
that there are no jurisdictional areas on property located at 
0 Brandt Island Road received a negative determination. 
Also receiving a negative determination for a similar 
request was Jacinto Mendes for 0 Dupont Drive. ARDA 
filed by Michael and Virginia Morhardt for 10 West Silver 
Shell Avenue for improvements under a raised residence 
received a negative determination as well. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett

Peer Review Awaits Details 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Developer Ken Steen’s request to recover his 
deposit account held by the Town of Marion as a source 
to fund any outstanding obligations to his Marion Village 
Estates project was once again continued by the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals to July 28. 

The ZBA’s June 23 public meeting primarily 
served as a think tank for the board members to hold 
discussions related to two Steen Realty projects. 

One of those is Marion Village Estates, and ZBA 
Chairperson Cynthia Callow clarified the fact that the 
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disagreement between Steen and the ZBA as to whether 
changing MVE’s water meters from one per floor (three 
total) to one per unit (62 total) constitutes a “substantial 
change” (and therefore would become subject to a public 
hearing) is now in the hands of the state. 

At Town Counsel Jon Witten’s advice, the ZBA 
voted earlier this year to consider that change substantial, 
and Steen immediately appealed to the state. Both the 
developer and the town have stated their cases and await 
the state’s judgment on the matter. 

At question on June 23 was whether Steen had 
met his contractual obligations to the residents of Marion 
Village Estates and should recover his deposit. That case 
was continued to July 28. 

The other Steen-related discussion focused 
on the proposed Heron Cove Estates 40B housing 
project planned for Route 6 and the town’s peer-review 
consultant Joe Booth, who is expected to request greater 
detail from Steen’s representatives regarding construction 
details. 

The continued Heron Cove case will be next 
heard at the ZBA’s next public meeting on Thursday, July 
14, at 6:30 pm at the Marion Police station. 


Town Considers Food Waste to Compost 
Mattapoisett Board of Health

On June 23, the Mattapoisett Board of Health met 
with representatives from a company whose business 
model is the production of compost from food waste. The 
operation and processes used to create useable compost 
products were described by Andrew Brousseau and Tom 
LeClair of Black Earth Compost, founded in 2011 in the 
City of Gloucester. 

Brousseau said that the collection of residential 
waste, which constitutes about 20 percent of the total 
volume that goes into landfills or is incinerated is handled 
on a subscription basis. He said that host cities and towns 
benefit from having food waste gathered by his company 
because residents would then be able to receive free 
compost and discount collection pricing. 

Mattapoisett Health Agent Gail Joseph also noted 
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that by taking food waste out of the solid waste stream, 
solid-waste collection costs would ultimately be lowered 
in correlation to lowered tonnage. 

Brousseau said that in 2011 the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection began to limit 
the amount of food waste that communities were allowed 
to collect and dispose of either by placement in a landfill 
or by incineration. He said that by 2030 more restrictions 
are planned with the goal of trying to eliminate nearly all 
food waste from the solid-waste stream. 

The Black Earth team explained how food scraps 
are collected for a small weekly fee to subscribers using 
Black Earth receptacles with instructions on how to 
maintain sanitary conditions and control odors, street-side 
receptacle collection, followed by placement of collected 
food waste into the composting sheds. 

Brousseau said that host communities will need 
to dedicate at least five acres of land for food-waste 
processing. Joseph said that it is yet to be determined 
if Black Earth would rent the needed acreage from the 
town’s transfer station property. In fact, Joseph said 
that although planning now for future DEP restrictions 
is important, her June 23 meeting with Black Earth 
representatives was part of a fact-finding mission. 

LeClair said that currently Oxford, Groton 
and Manchester-By-The-Sea are Black Earth member 
communities and that the company has been looking to 
establish processing facilities on the mainland side of the 
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Cape Cod Canal. He also stated that host-community 
residential members could pay as little as $2 per week, 
while non-host communities’ residential members would 
pay $4 per week, making the case that by being a host 
community, residents would access free compost and 
lower processing fees. 

Board of Health Chairman Carmelo Nicolosi 
questioned the number of trucks per week that might be 
using North Street, a scenic roadway in a residential area, 
to reach the transfer station if the town decided to host a 
plant. He cautioned that residents would be displeased by 
increased truck traffic in the neighborhood. 

Brousseau stated that possibly 10 trucks per 
week would bring food waste from community members 
and members in other membership communities, saying 
traffic would be monitored and complaints addressed 
immediately. 

Black Earth representatives also said that 
residents in a host community could dispose of as much 
brush and leaves as they wished at no cost, as these 
materials would be needed for the production of quality 
compost. Landscape companies, however, would not be 
allowed to participate. Brousseau said that to begin the 
process Black Earth would need at least 100 preregistered 
households. 

Nicolosi emphasized that nothing can be or 
would be done without the consent and approval of 
the residents and the Select Board. The Board of Health 
does not have the capacity to incur debt or spend monies 
without the express approval of the Select Board, he said. 
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Nicolosi added that the transfer station is utilized by a 
number of other town departments and is planned to host 
a municipal solar array in the coming months, thus it is 
unclear if there will be space for a composting operation. 

At Nicolosi’s suggestion, a public site visit will 
take place on Thursday, June 30, at 10:00 am with Black 
Earth representatives and any members of the community 
wishing to participate in further discussions. Member 
Michelle Bernier thought community engagement would 
be needed to gauge residents’ level of interest. 

Joseph reiterated in a follow-up that now is the 
time for the town to educate itself on the topic of food 
waste recycling in advance of any statewide mandates. 
“We've already removed mattresses and clothing from 
the waste stream; this will be the next step, but we aren’t 
doing anything until everything has been studied and 
approved. It will take time,” she said. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Health in scheduled for Thursday, June 30, at 10:00 am at 
the transfer station at the end of Tinkham Hill Road off 
North Street. 


Nelson Gets ‘Exemplary’ Review 
ORR Joint School Committee / Superintendency Union #55

The contract extension announced this past spring 
for Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson is the ringing endorsement that tells all, 
but the state’s Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) prescribes an involved process for a 
superintendent’s Summative Evaluation. 

In summarizing that process, Sharon Hartley 
told the Old Rochester Regional Joint School Committee / 
Superintendency Union #55 during Monday night’s 
public meeting that Nelson’s review achieved DESE’s goal 
of exemplary. 

“The School Committee members worked very 
hard on this process,” said Hartley, impressed with the 
“most consistency of response that I’ve seen in my time.” 

DESE, Hartley explained, sought one rating out 
of a composite of ratings in various categories. Nelson 
exhibited two overarching strengths in his first two 
years as ORR superintendent: effective communication 
and the development of relationships between teachers, 
administrators, school committee members and parents. 

“I set very high expectations for myself,” said 
Nelson. “To be candid, this outcome only motivates me 
more.” 

Nelson credited the people around him for 
making ORR’s successes possible. “It’s really reflective of 
our collective efforts,” he said. “I’m keenly aware of how 
lucky I am to be the superintendent of schools here.” 

In a brief version of his Strategic Plan/ Vision 2023 
Update, Nelson said he is wrapping up Year 4 of the plan. 
He noted that Dr. Linda Ashley, who is replacing Rose 
Bowman as principal at Center School in Mattapoisett, 
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will join the force, as summer planning for Year 5 of the 
Strategic Plan/ Vision 2023 begins. No official action was 
required of the Joint School Committee. 

Before the agenda reached the subject of Nelson’s 
review, the Joint School Committee voted unanimously 
on both sides to approve the appointment of Dr. Shari 
Fedorowicz as the new assistant superintendent of 
Teaching & Learning for the ORR District. 

The hiring process included an identifying of 
candidates followed by a round of interviews, then 
meetings to establish finalists for the job, at which point 
the vetting process dug deeper with reference checks and 
site visits. 

The search committee found that Fedorowicz, 
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who has most recently served as director of Curriculum, 
Instruction and Assessment for Abington Public Schools, 
emerged as the leading candidate primarily because of 
her proven track record examining curriculum at all grade 
levels. 

Search committee members April Nye, Derek 
Medeiros and Anne Fernandes came away from their 
effort impressed with Fedorowicz’s ability to listen and 
develop action plans. Nye was particularly impressed 
upon her site visit to the classrooms. 

“Collaborative” was the operative word on both 
sides, as Fedorowicz thanked the hiring committee, 
noting how impressed she was with meeting the school 
committee members and students and appreciated their 
“welcoming” posture. 

“I’m excited about the opportunity and the work 
that is waiting,” said Fedorowicz. 

Nelson thanked Dr. Jannell Pearson-Campbell, 
who held the job through the end of the 2021-22 school 
year. Pearson-Campbell, whose efforts were focused on 
professional development and information technology 
aimed at improving literacy, announced her impending 
departure during the winter months, citing personal 
circumstances. 

In the final meeting of the JSC for the 2021-22 
academic year, chairperson’s reports were brief. 

On the far side of the pandemic, Hartley 
celebrated the “normal” status of operations. 

District side Chairperson Heather Burke was 
serving in her final meeting as a committee member and 
took the opportunity to share the advice to “showcase 
these students as much as you can. They tell the story of 
ORR better than anyone else. ... Really get those words 
out and really communicate because that’s what it’s all 
about.” 

In other business, the JSC unanimously approved 
three policy changes involving Nondiscrimination policies 
and procedures, changes to the grievance procedure 
associated with ORR’s Harassment policies, and a new 
policy on the harassment of students. 

In one other move, the Anti-Racism Resolution 
will no longer be coded and placed in any one section 
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approval to double the number of home dates that Old 
Rochester Youth Football was allowed last year to use the 
high school’s multi-use, stadium field for home games. 
The request had been tabled while ORR Principal 
Mike Devoll got a chance to see how the spring season 
played out, how the boys and girls lacrosse teams fared 
on the natural field and if, in his estimation, it could 
withstand up to four appearances for ORYF this fall. 
Having had that time, Devoll made a statement. 
“Tam in support of them using the field for their 
home games provided weather conditions allow for their 
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the reported support for youth football at the high school. 

“We feel as though being on campus helps kids 
see themselves as future Bulldogs. ... There was no coach 
in the room who was against these efforts,” he said. 

Committee member Jason Chisholm called it “an 
easy support for me,” noting that those most impacted by 
usage of the field are not concerned. 

Committee member Jim Muse recalled prior 
discussion determining that ORYF would not have a long- 
term solution at the ORR stadium field. “This is a real 
band-aid,” he said. 

Committee Chairperson Heather Burke cautioned 
the group to maintain accuracy for the record in using the 
language of “games” versus “days” when discussing field 
usage. Medeiros confirmed that each usage date includes 
four to six youth football games. 

The School Committee’s vote was nearly 
unanimous, approving the ORYF Association’s use of the 
multipurpose field for up to four dates this fall, subject 
to an agreeable user fee and the principal’s authority to 
cancel any date based on changing conditions. Burke’s 
was the lone dissenting vote. 

“It means so much to the youth to play on that 
field,” said Medeiros. “Even more than that, it’s really 
vital to the longevity of the program so I would just like to 
say thank you all so much. It means more than you guys 
know.” 

Devoll also introduced a disc-golf proposal for 
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the high school, seeking feedback from the committee. 
He said meetings with ORR teachers Andy Apperson and 
Nathan Kane and Athletic Director Bill Tilden, then with 
Assistant Superintendent Howie Barber and Facilities 
Director Gene Jones led to the June 22 presentation made 
by Apperson and Kane. 

Committee members expressed support for disc 
golf at the high school. Muse praised the thoroughness of 
the proposal and encouraged the group to consider partial 
coverage should the entire layout not be financially or 
feasible for any other reason. Joe Pires said the game is 
extremely popular. 

No vote was taken on disc golf. 

The committee voted to approve Memorandums 
of Agreement with the Old Rochester Instructional 
Assistants Association dated September 1, 2022, through 
August 31, 2025, and with the Old Rochester Secretarial 
Association dated July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2025, with 
the United Electrical Radio Machine Workers of America 
Local 248 Union dated July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2025, 
and with the Old Rochester Educators Associated dated 
July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2025. 

The ORR School Committee also voted to meet on 
the following dates: September 7, October 19, December 
14, January 25, March 15, April 26, May 31 and June 21. 

The committee voted to approve classroom leases 
for $9,160 and $3,783, as set by SMEC. 

The committee voted to approve ORR’s volunteer 
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insurance option on student usage of school electronics 
such as Chromebooks with coverage based on a $25 flat 
fee. 

Three Student Handbook revisions were 
also approved that according to Devoll, would more 
accurately reflect practices. Assistant Principal Vanessa 
Harvey said Minimum Student Requirements will now be 
tied to class credit. 

The revision will state that students are required 
to be enrolled in seven credit-earning courses (students 
taking an Advanced Placement course are required to take 
six credit-earning courses.) Other tweaked areas involve 
school enrollment being tied to grade-point average and 
school transcripts. Attendance requirements were also 
tweaked. 

Muse expressed concern with what he considered 
an “overly broad” mandate with potential ramifications 
minus a caveat of review by administration or exceptions. 
Devoll said the flexibility piece is equivalent programs. 
Muse voted against the revisions, but the motion carried. 

The committee needed less time to approve the 
disposal of equipment and the completion of summer 
warrants until September 7 by Assistant Superintendent 
of Finance and Operations Howie Barber. 

Devoll told the committee that ORR is committed 
to hiring a Guidance director and has identified a 
candidate. 

The committee’s May 18 vote that rejected the 
Fair Share Amendment was recounted, based on new 
information that a two-thirds vote was not needed due 
to the lack of fiscal impact. The June 22 vote to recount 
the May 18 votes resulted in approval of the Fair Share 
Amendment based on a simple majority. 

ORR multi-sport athlete Maggie Brogioli received 
public recognition for her Pentathlon performance 
resulting in her being named a New Balance All- 
American. 

District staff retirees Donna Perry, Nancy Cowen, Nancy 
Juvinall, Maureen Barrett, Lynne Velozo, Matt McGraw 
and Donna Kirk were recognized, and books apropos of 
their specialties were donated _ to their respective school 
libraries in their names. 

Burke was also honored by Nelson at the meeting,

Burke gave her final chairperson’s report, 
thanking Paul Naiman, Shay Assad, Woody Hartley and 
Jay McGrail for their work streamlining communications 
between the ORR School District and the 

Nelson introduced Kelly Chouinard, the new 
assistant principal at the junior high school. 

The committee entered executive session to 
discuss negotiations and to comply with state laws. 

During Open Comment, Rochester resident Karen 
Thomas asked if executive session could be scheduled 
at the end of meetings to incentive greater public 
participation. Burke directed her to contact the Central 
Office for an explanation. 

With Burke’s retirement from the committee, 
Michelle Smith will henceforth act as chairperson. The 
next meeting of the ORR School Committee is scheduled 
for Wednesday, September 7, at 6:30 pm.

The Unbearable Weight of Massive Talent. Starring 
Nicolas Cage and Pedro Pascal. Directed by Tom 
Gormican. Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Now available on physical and streaming home media. 

Some of The Unbearable Weight of Massive Talent 
is likable and emotionally rich enough to be worth 
watching, but it’s depressing how it declines from being 
a good Nicolas Cage movie to being a bad Nicolas Cage 
movie — after fighting off the bad movie for about its 
first three-quarters. Cage plays a fictionalized version 
of himself, the over-the-top “Nick Cage,” an actor still 
beloved despite having toiled, out of financial necessity, 
in direct-to-video cash-grabs for over a decade. Unbearable 
Weight sets him up as a man serious about his craft, whose 
time as a Hollywood must-hire may have come and gone. 

For any of us who feel great affection for Cage 
as a person and great respect for him as an artist, the 
premise — he’s so desperate for cash he'll appear at a rich 
guy’s birthday party — is just saddening. But then Cage 
gets to his destination and meets the birthday boy, Javi 
Gutierrez (Pedro Pascal), and when they’ re together the 
movie can get away from its dumb-ass plot. That plot has 
two CIA agents (Tiffany Haddish and Ike Barinholtz, both 
poorly used) recruiting Cage to keep an eye on Javi, who 
they believe is the head of a lethal drug cartel. The plot 
also involves the kidnapping of not one but two teenage 
girls, and we’re shown their fear in what’s supposed to be 
a quirky comedy. 

But when Cage and Pascal are just hanging out, 
the movie is gold. Pascal radiates kindness and warmth; 
his Javi is just the sort of superfan Cage and his battered 
ego need. Halfway across the planet, in a well-appointed 
mansion, Cage’s work genuinely moved this weird, soft 
guy who may or may not be a druglord. I recognize that 
if movie studios made their products according to my 
wishes, they’d have all gone bankrupt long ago. But I 
cannot express how dispiriting Unbearable Weight gets 
when it drops the Nick/Javi bromance and lurches into 
action-comedy mode. By the time the excessively boring 
car chase rolled around, I had more or less emotionally 
checked out. It had become apparent that what I valued 


in the movie wasn’t what its makers — director Tom 
Gormican and his co-writer Kevin Etten — valued. 


And so we get a scene with Cage in disguise as 
some ancient drug dealer, in make-up that makes him 
look like Al Pacino playing a latter-day Frank Serpico. 
We get shootouts and Mexican standoffs. We shrug as 
the CIA agents are completely thrown away without a 
backward glance. We may not be very impressed by the 
meta aspects of the script, all of which have been done 
more cleverly elsewhere, including in the Cage-starring 
Adaptation, whose ending did what Unbearable Weight does 
but with the intent of showing how pat and empty that 
expected Hollywood “climax” had become. I don’t think 
we’re meant to take away anything comparable from this 
movie, though. Or maybe we were, before the presence 
of Cage and Pascal softened its edges. When you have 
guys as warm as they are, you don’t want them to be in 
a cold satire about how the dream factory they believe in 
so devoutly is a corrupt sweatshop dictated by money. 
You just want to see more of them. I wouldn’t mind if this 
were the first of several Cage /Pascal team-ups. 

I don’t know whether the very ending is just 
soggy or a comment on soggy endings, but either way 
it doesn’t leave us with much. It’s hard to say where 
Unbearable Weight will fit into Cage’s general portfolio, 
though it’s sad that it couldn’t do what it tries so hard to 
do, which is to put Cage back in the sort of wham-bam 
box-office hit he used to have. What a Hollywood ending 
that would have been — the great actor comes in from the 
cold and gets the standing ovation (just as he does in the 
movie). Instead, it barely cracked the top five its opening 
weekend, and hemorrhaged money soon after. Maybe 
Cage’s Con Air and Face/Off days are behind him, but 
these days his work in smaller things like Joe or Mandy or 
even Pig (I didn’t care for it but can respect it as the kind 
of blues riff Cage gravitates to) is where you'll find the 
Cage worth loving. We find him only intermittently here.
